There is nothing
gensational about it, no radical
recommendations or suggestions,
not even evidence of the fiery
atrenuosity that usually character
izes the public utterances of the
Rough Rider President.

As was to be expected, much
space is devoted to the presi-
2enl’s latest hobby, railroad sate
regulation, But even upon this
sabject he advances nothing new
—nothing that he has not already
said time and again, He does
not advise extreme legislation—
anthing like the making of rates
!or the railroads, but simply the
regulation by the government of
the rates as made by the railroads

themselves, His views are &0
moderate that even the most

z2alous defender of corporate in-
terests in Congress will have but
little excuse for opposing the
yresident’s recommendations.
